CARE OF PLANTS 


It is highly essential that plants be shipped and transplanted 
as rapidly as possible. Do not hold plants any longer than is 
absolutely necessary. 


If plants have to be held in storage before transplanting, 
keep in cool place. Avoid buildings with metal roof where tem- 
perature may rise rapidly. 


Remove one or more bundles of plants from each crate or 
basket in order to give more ventilation. If moss around roots 
have become dry, dip in water for a few minutes,—long enough 
for the moss to become wet, but no longer. Under no circum- 
stances should plants be left standing in water.
